For those who claim that the people 
have not. been given .an opportunity 
to vote on the question of Union, it 
should be of interest to look into the 
last popular vote and sce what a small 
proportion of the membership’ of the 
Presbyterian Churchffi was seriously 
opposed to Union. In’ 1915, when the 
second vote was taken, the total mem- 
bership of the Presbyterian Church 
was 333,457; of this number 73,735 
voted against Union or about 22 per} 
cent of the total, membership.
